' Graſſe they haue , and that is all the 
greateſt good that their ground can 


affoard them , and heeroft butter and 


cheeſe are the wittneſſes : bur for this 
one benefit , they want many which 
other Countries haue that haue this as 
wel as they , To ſay the truth, I do not 
know any benefits peculiar to them- 


' ſelues whereof they may boaſt, m_ 


only two : the one is their hauing of a 
Country which is the fitteſt for rebellis 
in all Chriſtendomse; and the other is; 
that by reaſon of the greatlowneſle of 
their dwelling , they are the neereſt 
neighbours to the Diuel, of any nation 
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living vpon earth. 

For other ſingularities among 
the people, I haue nored, that they are 
generally {o bred vp to the Bible , that 
a\moſt ecuery Cobler 15 a Dutch Do., 
or of diuinity ,and by inward ilum- 
nation of ſpirit ynderſtadeth the Scrip- 
ture as wel as they that wrote it. Yet 
fal thoſe inward illuminatioss ſo difte. 
rent , that ſomety mes ſeauen rehg10ns 
are found together in one tamuly ; - the 
man of the houle being of one reh:g1ion, 
the wyfe of another , and the children 
and ſeruants of others : but many more 
may there ben one houlc if the family 
be .greater, by reaſon of the great ſtore 
of rel1gions that are there dayly 1ncrea- 
fing & currant;zfor there were not more 
differet languages at the tower of Bahr, 
chen ther are differer behefs in Hofand;

on, whereof Ho/l:ad is the chiefe, and 
the ren others . The Soueraitgnty of all 
- which Provinces, he receaued as true 
and ſole heyre (ucceffively from his Fa- 
ther the Emperor « harle. the fifth, wha 
in like manner had them ſuccefliuely 
fro his Father, to whome they likewiſe 
weredeſcended fromhis Anceſtours. 
At his departure, heleft all theſe

ted , & thereupon attendant for ſome 
one or other remedy ( now 1n the ab- 
| ſence of their Soueraigne Lord ) which 
; might keep their eſtates from doclyning 
wholy to ruine. And amongh theſe, 
there lurcked 1n the hart of the aforſaid 
: Wilkim of Naſſavy Prince of Orane, as 
well a deſyreof reuenge , as of remedy 
for the vnderpropping of his decayed 
| eſtate . This defire of revenge was not 
far any wronges or iniuries donne or 
: ſuffred to be donne vnto him by the 
| king of Sp4yae, but a revenge forlooth, 
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becauſe the greedy appetit of his inſati- 
able ambition was not fully ſatisfyed , 
For knowing that the King of Spayne 
after he had receaued polleſlis of theſe 
Netherland Provinces, muſt needs re. 
rurne agayne into Spayne ,and leaue 
ſome generall Gouernour thereof be- 
hind him, he laboured by what meanes 


he might both by himſelfe and ſuch of 


the Nobiluy as were of his taftion,that 
this authority might be giuen vnto the 
Lady Chrifiierna Ducheile of Lorayne , 
& daughrer vnta the ſiſter of the E m- 
perour Charles the fifth , who was ma-

of Deamarcke ; and this Ducheſſe had a 
daughter called the Lady Dorothy , and 
with this Lady the aforeſayd Prince of 
Orange meant to haue maryed, that by 
this meanes after the death of the Du- 
cheſle Chriſtierzq he mighe haue come 
to haue beene Supreme gouernour of 
the whole low Countries , But by rea- 
{on af the Ducheſle of Parma her being

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preferred vato this dignity,8& his deſi- 
gnment broken, he out of coceaucd re. 
uenge went and maryed with a daugh. 
ter of Mauritius Duke of Saxony being 
inreligion a Lutheran ; and with her 
returned agayne into the Netherlandes, 
retayning ſtill in his hart the malice 
which he had c6ceaued, & the expeta- 
tion of ſome occaſio of turther reueng,

Martin Luther the New-Relig16-maker 
of Germany , dyed not paſt three years

This Duke arming in theſe partes 
inthe moneth of Augult , inthe yeare 
1567. which was the yeare followings 
the Lady Marearet refigned vnto him 
the gouernement, and departed out of 
the Countrey . The Duke now being 
placed in the gouernement , began to 

Ylearne out, and informe himlelfe what 
perſons they were that had conſpired 
togeather 1n this batines, and had giuen 
the onſet and countenance vnto theſes 
rebell:ous Secaryes , and Sacrilegious 
Church-robbers ; & finding the Earles

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Jo to beculpable of this crime, 
they were apprehended, and beheaded 
in Bruxels But YVilliam of Naſſa Prince 
of Oranze ,the chiefeſt Ring: leader of 
this ſedition, ſoſoone as he heard of the 
ariuall of the Duke, got him away into 
Germany , and by his flight declared 
himſelfe to be guilty, as by experience 
afterward it proued. | 

Heere now it is to be conſi- 
dered, whether in the {ight and iudge- 
ment of the whole World, the King of 
Spaine had not all right and reaſon on 
his fide, to yſe ſuch meanes as he did 
for the puniſhment of ſuch capitall of- 
fenders, and to imploy the ſubicts of 
one Countrey, for the chaſtiſement of 
the Rebells of another , when he had: 
no other remedy « And whether any 
King or Prince liuing in the world, 
could in honour, or iuſtice winkeat , 
& put vpſuch great and capital crymes 
and infſolencyes committed by his ſub- 
16s, as is a generall and publique ſacris 
1 oy, EY legious 
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legious Church-robbery, and the ſpoy= | 
ling of the Clergy , for the preſervarion 
of whoſe priuiledges he had fo folem- 
nely taken his oath , and co \affer the 
dooers quietly to paile ynpuniſhed,& ro 
let every man openly protelle & follow 
ſuch new and neuer heard of doctrine, 
as his ownefancy ſhould inuent, or of 
his owne choice he ſhould beſt Jike , 
which euen thole themſelues that are at 
this day the ſucceſſours of theſe firſt re- 
bell; in ſome of theſe Netherlands , doe 
find lo inconuenient,for gouernement, 
that notwithſtanding their firſt profeſ- 
ſion, thateuery man ought to haue his 
free exerciſe of Religion according to 
his owne conſcience, they do prohibits 
toſuch , as they like not, 

The Duke of Alza having cauſed 
iuſtice to beexecured , tirſt ypon ſome 
of the principall conſpiratours , and at- 
ter vpon other infer1our offenders , did

BE FORE [| begin to ſpeake of 
Queen Elizabeth of England her al- 
liſting the rebelled ſubiets of Holand 
againſt che King of Spayne ,it 15 not im= 
pertinent to the purpole, to call to 
mind whether there were any cauſe of 
emnity giuen vnto her by meanes of a« 
"ny wronges or iniuryes oftred her by 
the King of Spayne, in former tyme, in 
regard wherof the might now take the 
oportunity of reuenge . 
This King Philip the ſecond of 
Spayne hauing beene maryed in Exzland 
+ to Queen Hary , Was nener known to 
C 4 haus 
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haue beene difafte&cd ro the Lady Eli- 
zabeth , for ſo was ſhe then called; but. 
cotrary wiſe did ſhew himlelt ro be the 

reateſt freind ſhe had in the world; 
which. heere 1n briefe to declare, you 
mult nore, that this Lady Eijzabeth,be-' 
ing then a fubie& vato her layd filter 
Queen Aary , chaunced to tall into 
ſundry troubles , for which the was im- 
priſoned 1n the Tower of loxden, and 
retayned in durance at JYeodſ/ork and 
other places '.M . Fox tha Author of 
the Engliſh Proteſtane Martyrologe, 
wryting of this Ladies 1npriſonment, 
declareth not any cauſe why ; but be- 
cauſe he putreth her in his hiſtory of 
others that ſuffred for proteſtant relig1s 
he intendeth to haue his reader imagine 
her to haueſuffred ſome perſecutis alſo 
for the ſame cauſe , whereby he thinketh 
not a }ittle to honour her .

Lord ,T ou ſpedke very earnefly nov for 
her, but 1 pray God ſhe do not one aay make 
you repent it. A certaine Spainſh Au- 
thor wryteth thatthe King was there. 
vntoalſo moved vpon ſome confidera- 
tion of ſtate : for Queen Mary of Srot-! 


land 
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land being then maryed yntothe french 
\ king Francis the ſecond, if the Lady E4j- 
zabeth had dyed, there had1n apparen- 
ce byn great poflibility that the King- 
domes of Enzlapd, Scotland and Ir: land 
might come to haue beene annexed 
vato Fraxce, the layd Queene of Scoz- 
land being the next heyre 1n bloud vn- 
to them all. 
| Quecene Mary of England at laſt 
hapning tody, King Philip her huſband, 
notwithſtanding the caveat given him 
by his late deceaſed Queen., did ſo co. 
tinue his good afteRtion vntv the now 
ucene Elizabeth , thar beivg then in 
the Netherlands, he (ent ouer vato her 
Monſienr ae Aſſonnile, to congratulate 
ther aduancement,and to ſignity his gift 
vnto her of all Queen eMaries Iewells, 
which being his owne, he might 1wſtly 
haue detayned vnto himſclfe , if he 
would . Theſe Tewells ſbe ſeemed very 
thankfully to receaue,, and ſayd vnto 


» this CMonſiear de Afſonnile , that ſhg 


thought 
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thought her brother the King of Spayne 

might thinke much in her for change 
of religion ; but, quoth the, there 1s bur 
little difference berweene his religion 
and ours , almoſt all that he hath in 
Latin we haue in Enghſh : and we do 
not as others do, for we mayntayne 
a clergy of Biſhops and other Prelates, 
ſo ys we are ineffet, as before. 

And whereas there wis held 2 
treaty of peace between the Spaniſh 8 
French Kings ypon the taking of S, 
Quintins,the king of Spayn would yield 
vato no agreement with the French , 
ynleſle it were allo conditioned that 
Calls thould be reftored backe vnto 
Queen Elizabeth of England; and heerin 
were his- commiflioners that treatel- 
with the French ſo earneſt , thatin the 
end the french to be rid of their 1mpor- 
tunity -were faygne to confeſle vnro 
them; that they knew that'they tooke 
more paynes then-they were'defyred 
to do; for:that the Engliſh had-playnly: 


to! 
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told them that they had not (et them 
en work in any ſuch buſynes; which 
was a figne that they delired not to be 
beholding vnto the king their maiſter . 
Ot which whe the king had knowledg, 
he ſtood no more vpon the rendring of 
Calls ,but concluded his peace with the 
french withour it , which as thinges 
did afterward fall out, proued a happy 
turne to himſelf. 

Theſe proofes of this Kings good 
will vnto Queene Elizabeth being thus 
made manifeſt to the world , who 
would haue thought that ſhe would 
notonly haue omitted all ſignes of gra- 
titude , but within alitle after , become 
an enemy to ſucha friend, yea and fo 
oi2at and Capitall a one , as ſe]dome 
any Hiſtory can giue witnes of the 
like. 

Seeing then that no acts of grati- 
tude are to be ſought after; let vs then 
ſee what effeRtes of emnity enſued in- 
itzed thereof . Firſt then to begin with= 
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all (omitting her refuſall of the King of 
Spaynes kind endeauours for getting 
the French to reſtore vnto her the 
1 owne of Ca/ls) we will returne vnro 
the duke of Alua8& his expected proufio 
of money from Spayne, mentioned in 
the former Chapter . This prouifion

(and Ducates , comming out of Spayne | 
t:;wvards the Netherlands in the monerh 
of D:cemberin the yeare 1571. was'on | 


the Weſt coaſt of Fnz/and leized vpon , 
and arreſted by the Engliſh. By meanes 
of which wrongfully derayning this 


money of the King of Spaynes, the 
Duke of _A/ua was forced to demaund ' 


the tenth penny of euery mans goods , 
that was of ability for his ſupply ;tar 
this demand of his (cauſed chiefly tho- 
rough theſaid Engliſh arreſt) was cauſe 
of a far greater detriment -ynto the 
King of Spayne, then that wrongfully 
detayned money came ynto : ſoas the 
oaC great wrong was the cauſe of =_ 
L tener 
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ther far greater . For heereupon all the 
Netherland people began to mutter , to 


ſhew a generall vawillingnes ynto the 


ſo wide ſtretching of their purſes ; the 
ſedioully aite&ted took Occalion by her 
Forelockes, and to the feare of this caxe 
added the faygned feare of the brin- 
ging in of a Spaniſh Inquiſition. 
One Monſieur de Lymmay, vnderſtan= 


.ding by detayning of the K. of Spaynes 


money in Exe/and, what hatred that 
Queen began to beare him, poſteth out 
of France into Fnglard , where ſhewing 
his readynes to any rebellious attempr, 
receaued ſuch encouragement by pro- 
miſe of ayde from thence, and ſuch fic 
inſtructions , rhat he came ouer into 


Holand, and there on the firſt day of A- 


_ pril inthe yeare 1572. he {urpriſed the 


towne of Brzel, the firſt in all the Low 
Countryes, that ſeticſelfe in openre- 
bellion ; after whoſe example, Fluſhing, 
Enchuſen, and others followed , Heere + 


upon was mads quer out by Englend 


Yato 
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vnto theſe rebells by meanes of Syr 
Thomas Greſſam threelcore thouſand. 
pounds ſterling to begin withall; and 
preſently after tollowed over with 
troopes of Engliſh forces , Morgas , Git- 
tert, and Cheſter ;and after thele againe 
North , Cotion, Caaiſh, and Norris ,all 
made Coronels; and comming thither 
with whole regiments, teceaued from 
tymeto tyme great fupplyes of money 
and forces from Enzland ; which grew 
afterward ſo heauy that for ſomeeaſe in 
the luſtayning of the whole burthen , 1t 
was demled to draw the Duke of Alag- 
con Brother vnto the French King He. 
7p the third, into E-g/and, vader colour 
of treaty of a match betweene him and 
Queene Elizabeth : but in the end 1t 
proued an intortunate match betweene 
him , and the Lady Beſeica; for he was 
ſent ouer into the Netherlands , & there 

made Anti. Duke of Brabazt , where 

his ſacceſſe was ſuch , as retyring from 


thence into Fraxce with diſhonour , he 
Ars | there 
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there not long after, dyed of griefe. 
In this delignement, the Engliſh 
"ſaw their expeation greatly deceaued: 
For albeit K. Henry the third of France 
had refuſed to take the Hollanders parts; 
hating them for that cauſe which no 
Kinges can loue ſuch people ; yet they 
thought by getting his owne brother a- 
foreſayd inveſted in the Duchy of Byg- 
_bant, he muſt then of neceſlity take his 
art. Bur the matter now falling ouc 
otherwiſe, the burden returned and re- 
mayned heauyer vpon the Queene and 
Realme of Fz/an1 then before. And 
the Prince of0ranee ſoon after the death 
of the Duke of Alan;ox being flayne, 
the Ho/[iders remayned asa body with- 
out a head, vnrtill the Queen of England 
ſent ouer vnto them the Earle of Leyce- 
Fer, with great prouifion bothof men, 
and money, accompanyed with divers 
Noblemen and Gentlemen of good ac- 
compt. And albeit this Earle wcct 
zeturned into Exgland againe, yet con- 
| D tinued 
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rinued ſhe her ayding the Hokanders , 
both with men and money ynto her dy- 
ing day. And it 15 thought by ſuch as | 
haue made calculation of this great and 
long continued charge, that ſhe ſo op- 
preſſed and burthened her ſubiets for 
the Hollanders wars, that ſhe had more 
money trom them by Graunts & Sub- 
fides,8 ſuch other meanes, then had all 
the Kings of Exz/and from the tyme of 
the Conqueſt vnto her dayes, who had 
the greateſt warres with France. And £ 
haue heard ſome Lawyers affirme, that 
ſhe did extremly wrong her poore Sub. 
ies, by ſometymes prefling thew, and 
ſending themperforce to her ſeruice out 
of the Realme; ſeeing , as they ſay, no 
Prince by the Lawes of the Realme can 
compell any of his ſubiettes to ferue in 
warre, vnles it be for the defence of the 
Realme at home, or for the recouery of 
ſomeloſt Patrimony of the Crowne a- 
broad; & ſeeing now that Holland was 
Neuer knowne to haug beene any part 


vu. 
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of the patrimony of the Crowne of 
. Emneland, norany pretence of juſt war 
- could be made by Enzland to thatend , 
it was the greater wrong and iniuſtice. 
And heere by the way Imuſt alſo 

note vnto you, that at the beginning , 
for along time of her ayding the Ho/- 
land. rs,though ſhe did diſguiledly make 
ſhew of friendſhip& amity with Spayn, 
- and had not only her Embaſſadour in 
" Spayne, as the King of Spayne had his 
alſoin England; and inall her publike 
Proclamations , wherein any mention 
happened to be made of Holand and 
the adiacent partes ,, ſhe did alwayes 
call them, The Low Countreyes of her lo- 
wing Brother the King of Spayne, & ther- 
. by acknowledged that which the could 
not deny: yet euen at this very time ſhe 
imployed Syr Francs Drate to rabbe 
him of his treaſurein the Weſt Indyes , 
Don Bernardino de Mendoca remayning 
Ambaſſadour Ledger for the King of 
Spayne in England , both thenand long 
3 after, 
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after, yea cuen at the very tyme when 
Drak was arriued home with his booty, 
(which was in Nouember 1n the yeare 
1580.) and being all this while an eye 
witneſſe not only of the fayd Queenes 
opprefling and 1mpoueriſhing her own 
| ſubieRsat home, for the ayding of the 

- foreſayd Hollanders abroad, &tebellious 
{ubiectes of the King his Maifter ; but 
of her ſending forth alſo to robbe him , 
in his owne dominions , therby to ayde 
them volawfully with their Lords own 
treaſure. 

If now from the firſt tothe laſt,

To this may be ſayd , that the 
Diuel offred to haue giuen Chriſt all 
the kingdoms of the world if he would 
.haue worſhipped him , and ſo was 
more liberall of giuing that which was 
none of his own , then were the Hol- 
landers . But the Queen well knowing 
that by accepting this guift whereunta 
they had noright, ſhe (hould have been 
{ure to haue drawn a perpetual warre, 
and the whole charge thereof ypon 
fer ſhoulders , and therefare refuſed 
this their liberality; yet was ſhe wil- 
ling notwithſtanding to ayde them , 
Without this obligation, And the rea- 
ſon was; becauſe ſhe ill retayned a 
hop to he wholy diſburdned,or at leaſt 


much holpen in the hearing this charge ' 


Ds5 by 
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by France , or Germany , or by bringing 
the Holanders to the full poſſefiion of 
the whole leucnteen Prouinces , wher- 
by they might depend vpon themſel- 
ues . 

It may alſo be alleaged , that ſhe 
had the Cautionary Townes of Brje/, 
Fluſhing . & the other places , deliuered 
into her handes. True it is , ſhe hadſo, 
and thereby enioyed the benefit of be- 
ing at more expence both of men and 
money. Other benefirs can I remember 
none; nor can there be any found, &(o 
will ſpare the labor to look any further 
after them : yet becauſc i]l turnes , and 
domages may more readily be diſcoue- 
red to haue heereby happened to the 
Queene and ſtate of Ez2lend , I ſhall 
ſer downe what in this kind I haue ob- 
ſerued. 

Firſt then to begin with the afore 

- mentioned Cautionary Townes , it 
appeareth, that becauſe the Hollanders

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freer toſetthe Engliſh at naught , ha- 


ying by meanes of the Truce with the 


King of Spayne , and the Archduke 
Albert , gotten togeather ſome ſpared 
money z they ſo laboured with their 
feed freind Sir Raph WinWood ( a better 
Hollander then an Exgliſhman ) that for 
paltry payment they got their brydle 
out of the Engliſh handes, and there- 
2p0 began ſtraightwayes to ſhew their 
gratitude in forbidding the bringing of 
Engliſh dyed , and dreſſed clothes 1nto 
Holland, and their adioyned Prouinces, 
withour euer waking the king or his 
Ambaſlador Ledger at the Hagepriuy 
thereunto. 

Soon after, to make amendes for 
this their ſaucy and vamannerly car- 
riage,they came to offer the Kings Ma- 
ieſty himſelf a more inſolent affront, 


For whereas the Duke of Lexnox , as 


Admirall of Scozland , by order from 
the King , had ſent one M. Brovy 1n 
the years 1616, todemaund of the ſaid 
"oo Hot: 


__ Ce gs en es —_ 
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Hollanders"*then fiſhing vpon the coaſt 
of Scotland, a certayne ancient duty, 
called Size-herring ; with much a de 
they paydit ,as in former tyrnes it was 
accuſtomed; but yet withſome {peaches 
that it was the laſt tyme , that it ſhould 
be payed. 

Theſame M. Browne coming the 
yeare following with the ſame autho- 
rity and commaundement , with one 
ſhip of the K1ages only to demaund the 
duty aforeſayd , and with order, that if 
it were denyed, he ſhould take witnes 
of the refuſal in writing , and ſo peace- 
ably depart ; being came aboard one 
of their ſhips,and demanding the afore- 
ſayd duty, he was by the Maiſter therof 
denyed it, who told him playnly thie 
he was commaunded by the States of 
Holland not to pay it vnto the King 
any more , of which he tooke witnes 
g_ to his order from his Maie- 

m Whyles this was a doing , there 
comes 
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comes aboard that ſhip,the Maiſter of 
of another ſhip of Holawl , & demaun- 
ding of CM.Brovw his name, he replyed 
that his name was Brovze: Why then 
{ quoth he )if you be the man, I haue 
order toarreſt you , and to carry you 
into Holland: whereof M. Brown gaue 
notice to the Maiſter of the Kings ſhip, 
_— him to aduertiſe his Maieſty 
of this infolency, and ſo M. Brown was 
areſted and carryed away priſoner into 
Holland. 

About this tyme , as I alſo haue 
heard it credibly reported , one M . Ar= 
chibald Raxtkina Scottiſh gentleman re- 
ding at Szockholme in Sweden , & there 
ſoliciting for the payment of certayne: 
money due vnto ſome Loxdp Merchars; 
one Yay: dyke lying there aiſoas Agent 
for the States of Ho/land;ſayd vnto fome 
principal perfons of the Sveaiays , that 
| they needed not be to haſty in paying 
the king of Exglands (ubiefts any mo- 
tgy,or to giuethem apy reſpeR for _ 
| tne 
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the ſayd Kinges promiles , were not to | 
be belieued , nor his threates to be fea-: 
red . For which villanous and inſolegt 
ſpeaches , being afterward challenged 
by Raxtkin,he had no better excuſe then 
to ſay , he was drunke when he ſpake 
them ( for deny them he conld not ) 
and fo his excuſe of playing the beaſt, 
excuſed him for playing the man, 
But now from theſe inſolent 
affronts and peaches , let vs come to 
deeds , and ſee how they have vied our 
Engliſh Nation in.the North ſeas , on 
the coaſt of Groon/ard & thoſe partes; 
about the trayn « oyle fiſhing , where 
they haue offred them ſundry abuſes by 
giuing them blowes , chafing them a- 
way, and doing vnto them divers othAr 
detriments; not admitting to vnder- 
ſtand that the ſea-fithing is free for eue. 
ry man, where it 15 not vpon the coaſt 
of any Countrey, vnto which the bene. 
fit belongeth by ancient prerogatiue . 
And yet is all this but little inres 
gard 
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gard of their yiage of our Nation in the 
Eaſt Indyes,wher they haue as fiercely 
fet vpon them with open hoſtility , asif 
before their meeting there, thay had of 
| long continuance beene mortall ene- 
myes, hauing ſlaine many of our men, 
and ſunke ſundry of our ſhipps. And 
when moreouer they haue taken ſome 
of our men priſoners, they hane viſed 
them,in the fight of the Indians,in ſuch 
contemptible and difdainefull manner, 
as if at home in their owne Countryes , 
che Engliſh in reſpe& of them were bue 
an abieR and a ſlauiſh Nation ;and that 
the Hollanders were either their Supe= 
riours, & might vſe them at their plea- 
ſure, or the Englith ſo baſe and ynpow- 
Ferfull, as they durſt not be reuenged , 
but quietly put vp any iniury at their 
handes. 

And indeed the 7n4iaxs might in 
reaſon coniefture that the Hollanders 
would neuer haue dared ſo todomineer 

.ouer the Engliſh abroad,if they had m_ 
a 
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had the maiſtery of them at home; after 
which accounpt & reckoning ſuch act1-' 
ons abroad are wont tobelooked into. 
What thinke you now of our Engliſh 
Prouerbe? Hae ve not braucly ſet beggers 
0 horſbacke ? Nay baue not Engliſhmen 
(the premiſes confidered ) great reaſon 
to loue the Holanders , and to hate Spa- 
niards? Yea, and to hate Spaxiararonly 
for the loue of fuch courteous & grate-, 
full Hollanders? 

And as for the commedions trade 
which the Engliſh haue had io Maſcony 
for more then threeſcore and ten years, 
and which the Hollanders haue now 
quite gotten from ther, and ſpoyled , 
what ſhall Iſay ? _ they are abour 
to make recompence for the ſame by 
doing the like with our Engliſh Mer. 
chants in Tarky. And it 15 a thing fo 
naturall & notorious for them'to ſpoile 
the tradeof other Nations , that when 
they cannot find occaſion to do it, they 
will got Ricke toſpoile one another , ſo 

great 
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preatis their auaricious and inſatiable 
. defireof gayne; and yet all this procee- 
deth:burt our of a certain couetous wret- 
chednes ; for, let any of them arriveto 
what riches he will, he knowetk not 
how to be Noble or Gznerous .

- Whether E ngla nd caz expect any benefite 
by continuin? to take the Hollanders 
parts ; and vhether the Hollanders doe 
de ſerne the ſame , by vwishing, or deſiring 
the continuance of the State arid Gonty= 
nement of Enzland, as nov it landeth. 


= H E end and ſcope whereunto 
*A therebellious wars of the Hollane 
ders haue tended, hath beene to bring 
themſelues into as free and quiet a State 
as is the Republique of the Spitzer , 
which they might haue caſily done. by 
the help they haue had from England 8& 
France , if the King of Spayne had wan- 

| L ted 
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ted the meanes or the will to have con 
tinued warre againſt them. But admit 
they had arriued vnto this their defigne 
and had freely and quietly gotten the 
full poſſeGion of all the ſeauentecne 
Netherland Provinces, is it not like that 
they would then haue gotten into their 
clawes the Duchyes of Clexe, & Isliers, 
with the other parts theron dependant, 
ſeeing they haue already gotten fotting 
therin ? And hauing once incorporated 
theſe, is it like , that they would haue 
ſaffered the Countrey of Liege to haug 
remained in quiet, vnder the Rule of a 
Biſhop? When as the colour of reforma- 
tion of Religion had alſo beene ſuffici- 
ent for the taking away of the Coun- 
trey from the truc owner ? Or may & 
man thinke, that they would ſtand y- 

on titles of right, who hold not the 
ſeat place they pofleſte by any right at 
all ? Or that they would make a conſci- 
encetodetayne from their Neighbour , 
when they make none to detayne _ 

| rcaclr 
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their true Lord, and Maiſter ? Surely 
. there is no reaſon to think other wayes: 
and yet if any man ſhould, let him but 
looke into their attempt vpon Huys, & 
alſo vpon Liege the principall Citty of 
that Countrey , not long fince put in 
practiſe . 

Pat the caſe then, that they bad ar« 
rived vnto their defired greatnes, that 
. 15 toſfay, to haue gotten the whole ſea« 
venteene Netherland Prouinces with 
the Duchyes of Cleae and Teuliers, & the 
reſt thereunto dependant, as allo the 
Countrey of Liege;how would they the 
haue borne themlelucs towards Exeland 
and France? How had they then beene 
able to haue giuen law to both thele 
kingdomes ; to the one by land, from 
the Countrey of Liege cotining ypon it, 
and to theother by fea, by being able to 
ouertop it in ſhipping? what doubt may 
be made heereof , conſidering what a 
correſpondent party they would haue 
found ii Fraxce by their maſt confident 
E 2 friendes 
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friends the Hugnenots, and in Exclend 
by no lefle friendes the Peritans * Who . 
cannot now diſcerne that the King of 
Spayne , by continuance of war againſt 
the Hollanders , hath highly benefited 
both England and France; and that Em- 
gland and France by afliſting the Hollane 
ders againſt the King of Spayne, haue la- 
boured to their owne coſt. 

What policy might it then haue - 
proued for Ereland and France, if the 
Hollanders had by their help preuayled 
againſt the King of Spayne, when they 
ſhould therby haue prepared an irreme- 
diable ſcourge for them(elues . 

Let it then be truely conſidered , 
whether it had not been greater policy, 
more honorable, & more profitable,for” 
both thoſe Nations, and more for the 
tranquility of Chriſtendome, that they 
had ſuffred the King of Spayne to haue 
brought theſe his rebellious ſubieRs tro 
obedience , and fo to haue gouerned 


them in peace, to the end he might haue * 
1mploy= 
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' iwployed fo many millions, as he hath 
| beene forced toſpend in the Netherlad 
watTres, againſt the Turke . And that fo 
he would haue done, if he mig ht heere 
haue inioyed reſt and quiet , who can 
doubt? Seeing notwithſtanding theſe 
his long wars , and all other wars ther 
by occalioned, both by {ea and land, he 
hath, to his euerlaſting prayſe and ho- 
. Nour,neuer made either peace or Truce 
with that capitall enemy of Chriſten« 
dome , And if thoſe forſayd many mil- 
lions might haue bin imployed againſt 
this common enemy , who can make 
doubt, but he might thereby not only 
haue beene driven our of Furope , but 
that Hierwſalem, and all Palciine might 
*haue beene recouered ? 

Emzland , as bath beenz ſayd in the 
precedent Chapter , hath already re- 
ceaucd proofe of the ingratitude of her 
coſtly Holland. friends ; and France no 
leſſe, by hauing not long fince diſcoue- 

- Ted them to be more ready to take their

Jo Otſtruations conterning 
partes that were in. armes againſt the 
now regnant King, then the Kinges 
partagainſt them. And if they had been 
fo wary as to hauediſſembled ſomwhat 
longer their 1ngratitude & infolencyes 
towards Enz/and and France , yet their 
audacious brauing of the King of Dex- 
park (notwithſtanding they muſt paile 
with all their corne from Danskethrogh 
his Sqvnd) were inqugh to haue difcq»- 
uered their proud contempt of the ma- 
ieſty of Kinges ;and what Neighbours 
they would haue proued to England & - 
France , when they ſhould haue arrived 
to their expected freedome of anab(o- 
lute Repyblike. Lerit then be canſide- 
red, whether Eneland or France, could 
euer feare to be ſo much endomaged by” 
$payne,as by them; or that Spgzne could 
haue {o ready meanes to endowage the, 
35 the Hollanders; or could hane cor- 
reſpandence in either Countrey wah 
two ſuch turbulent factions, | 
Thus may Exg/anaas well by ex- - 
obo awple

ample of the Hollanders ingratitude to | 
,, France, as by the deere purchaſed expe- 
rience in itfelfe, cleerely behould what 
apparence there may be of expectation 
of any leaſt benefite by their meanes; 
ſince none can be found , none be loo- 
ked for , albeit they were ſought after 
with the lanterne of Diogenes. 

If cherefore no benehtrs can ap= 


'« peare, either paſt or to be expeed, let 


vs then ſee what good fortune hath o- 
therwiſe betyded ſuch a> haue beene the 
greteſt aors in this rebellious buſines, 
whereby it may appeare to the World, 
how their endeauours haue beene plea- 
ling ro God . 

The firſt man that began the ſur. 
"prize and open rebellion of Townes in 
Holland, was the aforenamed Monſiewr 
de Lymmay « This man amongſt other 
preſents which were giuen him, when 
he was in Exzland, one was a very faire 
great mattife Dog, which be much e» 
- ſteemed; and on atyme playing with 
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him, he bitte him ſo ſoare in thearme, 
that he could by no meanes be cured , 


but 1n the end dyed thereof , ſtarcke 


mad,and raying,in the Towne of Liege, 
And thus came he tq his death by being 
bicten of a Dog, thar had þzene a wolfe 
ynto many Ecclefiaſticall perſons , 
whoſe bloud without all forme of Iu- 
ſtice, or any offence by them commit- 


ted, he had cauſed to be ſhed, aſwell in - 


the Towne of Brie{ which he {urpryzed, 
a5 in other places . 

The next great Ador in this ill 
buſynes was the Duke of A/ancon allo 
before mentioned , This Duke after 
he had in the Citty of Aztverp beene 
inueſted 1n the Duchy of Brabart , as 


abſolute Soueraigne; fynding notwiths 7 


ſtanding that he was to be limitted-8 
gouerned by ſuch as he accompred. his 
ſubieRs ; & ſecking thereupon to make 
his authority more abſolute, drew cer- 
taync troopes of his fouldiers into the 
Tawn to haue ſurpryzed it, himſelf be- 

NET. ing 
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- ing with his whole army bard with- 
, out, who, through the reſiſtance of 
the Towneſmen, were all put to the 
{word , Whereupon he with his whole 
army ( the Artillery from the walles of 
the Towne playing vpon him } was 
forced to retyre thence in extreme di{- . 
grace , and melancholy ,as a defeated 
enemy ;andintheend to returne into 
- France , where conhdering the tracks 
. that had byn put vpon him 1n England, 
and what diſgrace he had therby recea- 
ued in Flanaers , on the 10. day of Ine 
in the'yeare 1584 ,he dyed of conceaued 
griefe, inthe town of Chaſteau Thiery , 
and (o loft his faire poſlibility of wea- 
ring the crown of France, vaco which 
he was the apparent Heyre. 

The next and chiefeſt ſtyrrer in this 
buſynes, was William of Naſſay , Prince 
of Oraze, who becaule he was the Arch- 
rebell, orprincipall ARor in this great 
rebellion of all other, Ihold it not vaht, 
before I come to-ſpeak of his death ; 

| Ex briefly 
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briefly to run ouer the thinges of moſt 
note 1n his life. 

This Prince, as 1n the firſt Chapter 
hath byn ſayd,retyred hirmſelf into Gey- 
many \o foone as he heard of the Duks 
of Als his aryuall in the Netherlanaes; 
and albeit he came afterwards backe 
agayne topuſh forward his begun re» 
belliou; yer was hefayne to fly the ſe- 
cond tyme into Germexy, from whence 
when he heard that the Town of Brie, 
and oneor two more were openly re- 
þelled , he came ſecretly backe into 
Holland, and being in very poore and 
bare eſtate , he took vp his lodging in 
the Town of Tergoy , in the howle of 
one Keeeling an Apothecary, _—— 
himſelfe very ſecret , becauſe this towfi 
as yet held for the king of Spayy, as allo 
did all the other Townes of the Coun- 
try except two or three. But the Duke 
of Alus his demaunding the tenth pen=- 
ny aforeſayd , hauing bred a generall 
diſguſt andauerhon in the myndes of 
| | eng 
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the people; certayne (cquts of rebellion 
' were ſecretly imployed abroad in the 
Country to found the people about 
their forwardnes to revolt . Which bg- 
ing done, an{were was returned that 
they were found to be therunto ready 
inough, ſo they might have a head , but 
who this head ſhould be , that knew 
they not.Tbe Prince of0rapnge beerups, 
an whole behalfe theſe {cours had beene 
imployed,called a conſultation of ſome 
fyue or fix irreligious Politikes ( far 
ſuch beſt fitted to be his counſellougs } 
to confider what religion he were beſt 
to be of , for of all che religions now 
currant he could nat be; ang not de- 
claring himſelf to be of one, all mighe 
hold him to be of none . For he had ſo 
caryed himſelf yntil chis day , that the 
Catholikes held him affected to -them ; 
The Lutherans to them ; The Anabap- 
tiſts to them; And the Caluiniſts alfo 
to them .- 
+ The Catholikes tooks him for 
| their 
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their freind, becauſe they thought him 
not to hate their religion , bur indiffe-. 
rently well to affe& 1c, in regard that 
he had beene brought vp init, long pro- 
feſſedit , and had madeas yet no open 
oppoſition or profeſſion againſt it ; and 
for that he proteſted to vndergo this 
buſynes for the mayntayning of their 
rightes and priviledges, and to free the 
Countrey from that terrible exation 
of the tenth penny aforeſayd , 

The Lutherans tooke him for their 
frend, becauſe they held him in hart to 
be of their religion,fince he had maryed 
the dawghter of theDuke of Saxony,who 
was nbw a Lutheran , in pubh1que pro- 
feſlion; and that he muſt 1n reafon keep 
good correſpondence with the Luthe- 
rans 'of Germany , in hope of hauing 
ayde from them. 

The Anabaptiſts tooke' bim as 
greatly to fauor-their religion, becauſe 
his Chamberlayne being the chiefeſt 
man about him , was an Anabaptiſt, 

ET (called 
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(called of his fellow Anabapriſts by the 

| name of Merdochens) by whole meanes 
this Prince became greatly beholding 
vnto them , for the loane of ſundry 
good ſummes of money, which he had 
receaued of them. 

The Caluiniſts thoughthim aſſuredly 
their friend, becauſe he was an enemy. 
vnto Spaywe & Spaniards ,and becauſe he 

could not but ſce them more forward 

in a&ion of Rebellion , then any of the 
others ; ſeeing Brie! and other Townes 
were alredy ſurpryzed by thoſe of their 
Nation and Religion . 

The un ay Counſelours con. 
ſidering that this indifferent carriage of 
the Prince, could but arguea diſperſed 
affection, & might breed many iealou- 
fies and fa&ions , and wherby he could 
not procure to himſelfe the aſſured 
affeftion of any one (yde to ſticke faſt 
ynto him; their reſolution muſt now be 

taken without longer delay , of which 
of theſe he would declare himſelf abſo- . 
| | lately 
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tely to be, albeit he might promiſe fa- 
uour and prote&tion to thereſt . There 
was no great need of learnedDeuins to 
diſpute the matter , Scriptures and an- 
cient Fathers were not important to be 
looked after, Faith and Conſcience had 
heerin no clayme, and Reaſon of State 
did put the Holy Ghoſt to filence. 

It was therfore firſt debated whe» 
ther 1t were beſt & moſt for this Prince 
his aduantage to declare himſelfe a Ca. 
tholike, becauſe the face of the State 
was yet Catholike . To this was allea- 
ged,that if heſhouldſo do by fauouring 
all oppoſite to the Catholtkes , the Ca- 
tholikes would therfore diſfauour him, 
ſeeing the other through his fauour 
would inſult vpon them : and fo might 
| there be danger of their returning to 
the obedience of the King of Spayne , 
whom they were fure was of their re- 
l;gion , and would mayntayne them in 
it. All which conſidered ,it was not 
thought ficting for him to declare 

. him« 
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himſelf to be a Catholike | 
- _ Todeclare himſelf a Lutheran, was 
alſo thought vnfit , becauſe the Duke 
of Saxopy , albeit a Lutheran , was yet 
a freind vnto the Emperour, and the 
howlſe of Auſtrie ; and beiides the 
Lutherans were but flegmatike & cold 
fellowes , and too farre offto giue him 
alliſtance , if need ſhould require . 

-- To declare himſelfe an Anabap- 
eiſt , was held leſle ficring , for albeit 
they had ſhewed more heat of zeale, in 
their greater number that had ſuffred 
for their religion,then any ofthe others; 


yet were they but of the meaner fort of | 


people , not hauing any potent perſons 
among them , nor any forrayne Prince 
or State to take their partes . 

In fine it was.refolued that it was 
moſt conuenient for him to declare 
Hhimfelf a Caluiniſt, in regard of their 
ſtirring ſpirits whereof they had giuen 
greater proof then any of the others, && 
that there was apparence of afliſtance 
| | from 
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from England, and of good correſpons«, 
dence"with the Huguenots of Fraxce . 
Vpon this reſolution, followed ſtraighr- 
wayes the conuerſion of this Prince of 
Orange vnto Caluinian-Proteſtant re- 
ligion ; and his new gayned greateſt 
friendes fo beitirred themſelues , that 
Town vpon Town rebelled, efpecially 
after hehad by ſolemne Oath ſworneto 
mayntayne the Catholike Clergy in all 
rHeir righcs and priviledges, and in pu- 
blike exerciſe of their Religion ; about 
which point yet the town of Amierdan 
amongſt others , very precylely capi- 
tulated with him ,and he very f(erioufly 
alſo proteſted and ſwore pertormance 
6f the conditions : which Oath not- 
withſtanding he made no more conlcj- 
ence ſoone after to breake , then he had 
done ſundry oathes before; as the great 
and folemne Oath which he tooke of 
Fidelity to the King of Spayze, when 
he receaued the Order of Knight-hood . 
of tlie golden Fleece; the Oath of kdelis 


oy 
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ty , which he alſo tooke at the ſayd 
' Kings making him Liefrenant Gouer- 
nour of Holland &c. beſydes bis ſundry 
other pertidious breaches both of oaths 
and promiſes. 

And becaule there is not any fide. 

lity or honeſt dealing to be expected , 
where thereis layd no ground of Re- 
1:1g1on and vertue. i1t1s che lefſe wonder 
thas this irreltg10us Noble Man (o carys 
ed himſelt in choyce ot religion. Cer- 
, tayneit1s ,that he was at the firſt a Ca. 
tholiks;aud notwithſtanding that his 
malice had tran({ported him lo farre,as 
to protec and ſhelter ſome moſt facty« 
legious Church-robbers ;yerypon the 
aryuall of the Duke of Alaua, and be- 
ſore his flight into Germany , he ſent for 
his eldeſt ſome Philip (who was Prince 
of Oranze next after him ) at that tyme 
a ſtudent in the Vniverſicy of Lowayne, 
and moſt ſtraightly charged him, to 
live and dyein the Catholike Roman 
Religion,as the ſayd Prince hath atſun- 
F dry 
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dry tymes to divers perſons yer Iyuing 
proteſted ; wherby it may ſeem, that at 
that tyme he had yet retayned ſome re. 
gard of religion; and holding that for 
the beſt , commaunded his ſonne tore- 
mayne ſtill cherin , 

Foure wyues he had , the firſt 
was a Catholyke,the ſecond was a Lu- 
theran, the third and fourth were Cal- 
uiniſts; which perchance was becauſe 
he found no noble woman fit for him to. 
match withall that was an Anabapriſt, 
that ſo he might have had toure wyues 
of foure ſeuerall Religions ; yer to 
ſhew his great good wil vnto the Ana- 
baptiſts { albeit he could not match 
amongſt them ) he gaue them vnder his 
hand wryting the priuiledge & freedoz, 
me for exerciſe of their re}1g1on in their 
own howles, which they yet in Holland 
Enioy . 

When I conſider the life and actios 
of this man, I wonderin my (elf, that 
the blyndnes of the popular multitude, 

could 
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could be fo great, as to honor and extol 


| bimſo highly, and co accompt him the 


great Patron and ProteRour of their 
Country , that was the greateſt enemy 
therof that ener it had; and who was 
the cauſe of ſpilling lo much bloud, 
alwell of the people of his owne Coun- 
try , as of other Nations ;and ſuch an 
one as was the berrayer, & tranſporter 
allo thereof, vato another Nation , as 
much as in him lay , who had no right 
orclayme thereunto » | 

To come now to touch the erid of 
this man, when I colider, [| fay, whatir 
was, there commeth to my remem- 

brance this ſaying of a Pagan Poet : 

Tyrannous Lords, that cauſe Landes to rebell , 

VV ithout ſome blow, can bardly come to Hell. 
About ſome foure yeares before the. 
death of this Prince, he was for his of - 
fences deprived by the ſayd King of 
Spayne his ſoucraigne Lord , of all the 
authority and power which 1n former 
ty mes the ſayd King had giuen him, 8 
T2 pro- 
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proclaymed for a publike enemy vnto 


the King, the peace, and Weal-publike 


of the Countrey ; and his goods & per- 
{on expoſed to open violence by publi- 
que ſentence . In the end after ſome at- 
tempts to that effe, the Prince percea. 
uing,what victorious ſucceſſe the puke 
of Parma (that then vnder the King of 
Spayne commanded 1n the Netherlands ) 
now began to haue in Flaunders, and 
Brabant , he fled feeretly, from Antwerp 
( where he had layne lurcking for a 
time) vnto Delft in Holand , in his Ar- 
Mour ; for it was the greateſt praylſe 
(forfooth) that this valiane Caprtayne 


atchieued in theſe warres , that he did- 
commonly puton his Armour when he, 


was eight or ten leagues from any 
place of danger. 

Being arriued at Delft, where he 
thought himſelfe in greateſt ſafety , he 
was vpoi.:berenth day of Iuly in the 
{ame yeare 1584.. {layne with the ſhot 


ofa Piſtoll , by one Baltazar Gerard( ali-_ 


as 
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as Serach ) a Burgundian , of the age of 
_ five and twenty yeares, a moneth after 
that the Duke of Alaucon dyed at Cha- 
Heau-Theiry ; for the Duke dyed on the 
tench of Lune, & this Prince was {layne 
on the tenth of Iuly next following , as 
though his life had beene limitted by 
leaſe, to laſt but 19ſt one moneth after 
the death of the other, 

The next of the greateſt Aors in 
this rebellious Tragedy , was Robers 
Dadley Earie of Teyceſler, who after he 
had beene the chicte Commaunder of 
Holland, in theſe broyles (in which wag 
{laine his {iſters SonneSyr Philip Sidney, 
a Knight worthy to have deferued 
more Honour, if he had ſerued in an 
- honourable cauſe ) he grew weary of 
the Hollanders, and they of him; ine 
much , that by a iuſtification of his 
worthleſfſe ations publiſhed in Print, 
he was driuen to accule & blame them 
of breach of promile and performance 
of conenants made vnto him , that ſo 

F ; | by 
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by laying the faulr vpon the, he mighe 
repaire his owne reputation, and ex- - 
cuſs of gayning ſolutle honour among 
them as he had. Returning therefore 
with grear diſcontentment into £u- 
2land , heloone after {ickned and dyed, 
and as it 15 reported was poyloned, and 
reuented by one whome himſelfe had 
thought by ſuch a meanes to haue made 
away » . 
He dyed without any f{igne of a 
Chriſtian, and being dead (cemed fo 
vgly a corle, aseuen amaz:d the bzhol- 
| ders . His body was opened, and 1n his 
ſtomake were great holeseaten through 
with the poylon . His Landes were all 
preſently ſeized on for his debts to the 
Queene, whereby he was now, as 
much diſgraced being: dead , as he 
would perhaps haue beene, if he had 11- 
ved hur a little longer; and as his lite 
was not much laudable, fo was his 
death not greatly lamented, 
The next in this ragke muſt be' 


Queens 
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Queene E/izaberh her ſelfe, by whole 
 meanes, as tis rebeſlion at the firſt be- 
van, fo was it by her ayd (euen to her 
laſt end) continued. And if a bappy 
death be the true happynes of the prece- 
dent lite, ſhe cannot be ſayd to haue had 
it, neither in regard of the good of her 
(elfe, nor yet of her ſubiects ; for ſhe 
{ought not the one, and ſhe had not the 
other . She ſought not the good of her 
\ubieas, whichin all reaſon and righe 
ſhe was bound to do , both before God 
ma, becauſe ſhe prohibited both ſpeach, 
and cuen the knowledge as it were, of 
any ſucceſſor to her Crowne, as all the 
world well knoweth . In ſo much , that 
if ſome of the Nobility , preſently vpon 
| herdeath, had not reſolued to receaue 
vnto her Crowne & dignity the true & 
lawfull Heyre that now raigneth, the 
bloud of many thouſandes of her (ub- 
jets might haue beene ſpilt, for ought 
ſhe did ropreuent 1t. Some do report her 
" to hauefayd,, that whyles ſhe lived no 
F 4  Heyre 


83 Obſeruations concerning 
Heyre apparent ſhould be declared; and 
after her deati, the wilhed that ſhe 
might for a while remayne betweene 
heauen & earth, toſee how they would 
tugge for the Crown . Surely the deſire 
of {ceing ſuch a ſport could jicle deferue 
the loue that her {ubietts bore vnto her; 
and heerby may we ſes, vpon how little 
cauſe and reaſon , yul2ar aite&ion 1s 
oftentymes grounded . 

T hat her death was not bappy, ap= 
peareth, in'thatit 15 no happy nes rodye 
diſtracted, and not to haue had, from 
the beginning tothe end of her ficknes, 
the perfe vie of reaſon, and conſequ- 
ently notto haue beene able moſt ear- 
neſtly to call ypon God ; which as it 1s 


moſt fit that at their end,ail men ſhould 


doe, fo is it moſt requiſite , that in 
theend of alife which hath been enter- 
tayned with all the pleaſures that the 


World could affoard, it ſhould be dong 


with the greateſt compunction & con- 
tritzon of hat that may be, And Ihaue

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heard it confideatly reported , that Sy 
Thomas Greſſam, more then thirty yeares 
before Qucene E/zzaberbs death, did 1n 
priuatedifcourſe,tell ynto ſome friends 
of his, and namely vnto Syr Philip Sci- 
damore (then not Knight) that at the 
death of Queene Mary, he then being 
in the Citty of CAniverp, a woman 
comming into a houſe where he was, 
ſayd vnto him : Your Queene Mary i 
20 deal, and Queene ElRabeth that ſuc- 
ceedeth her , ſhall in the end come to dye 
mad . Whether this woman bad the ſpt= 
rit of propheſy, or no, I cannot fay;bue 
certaine it is that ſhe ſeemed not 1n her 


licknes , nor at her death to be in her 


perfe& ſenſes, whereby ſhe could nei- 
ther be carefull for the future good of 
her ſubieQs, by not then declaring that 
waich (the needed not any longer ta 
haue cancealed ; nor in calling ypon 
Almighty God , for mercy, for a fouls 
that ſo greatly had need thereof. 
Let vs now laſtly come ynto the

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great Staceiman , and Menager of this

aduocate Beryenel: . This man after the 
death of the Prince of 0ranze atorelayd, 
when his ſonne Count cHarrice, and 
his other children were but young, and 
the State and gouernment wholy raw 
and out of order , deuiſed and ſet down 
the plot and meanes for the mayntay- 
ning of it in the forme of a Republike : 
he made the alliances between 1t , and 
other Princes and States abroad , "and 
became a moſt careful Tutor for the 
bringing vp-of the Prince of Orange his 
children ; - yet inthe end about icalou- 
fies and wranglings grown vp among 
themſclues ,this great Aduocate of Hol- 
| lazd, and Sterne - holder of that whale 
State , having deſerued fo well thereof 
asany man could ,came to dye ona. 
ſcaffold , as a criminall maletactor , by 
the.handes of the hangman ; whereby 
the King of Spayne , and their Highs 
neſles the Princes of the Netherlands , 

whome 
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| whome he had moſt offenacd , and had 
-Not the meanes to puniſh him , did fee 


him puniſhed by choſe whome himſelf 
had molt (erued in offending them . 
Some may heer alleage that the Ar- 
chduke: IM atthias, who atterward came 
to be Emperor,had beene a chiet Com- 
maunder and gouernour alſo ouer this 
rebellious faction , and yet came not ta 


' any vnfortunateend.To this IJan{were, 


that true 1t 1s, this Prince had ſucha 
chargelayed vpon him, when by reaſon 
of his youth he wanted 1udgment per- 
fetly to deſcern what he d1d, William of 
Naſſay the vahappy Prince of 0;ange 
betore mentioned, being his chief Lief- 


tenant vnder him} and the only man 


that diſpoſed of al. And yereſcaped this 
yong Archduk not withovur diſgrace a- 
mong the, when they neither cared for 
him,nor much reſpeRted him;& 1n their 
ordinary {peaches gaue him the name 
of their Fo#ter chyld,efteeming him but 
as achyld , or as a cipher that only fer. 
ued 


v 
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ved to ſupply a place. But in the end 
this noble Prince diſcouering their vn+ 
uſt courſes & his own errour, left the, 
and gaue ouer that miſtaken gouern- 
ment , and retyring himſelfe into Ger- 
. many , ſought , and fonnd meanes to 


reconcile himſelf vnto his Couſin the - 


King of Spayne,whole grace and fauour 
he obtayned , which none of the for- 
mer that came to vnfurtaunate endes ; 
ever {ought for. And by this meanes all 
former loars were falued, & this Prince 
by leauing to follow this wrong courle, 
was not only freed from comming to 
an vnfortunate or diſgracefull end, but 
cameto dy as a good Chriſtian Prince, 


and in the moſt high eſtate of an E m- 


perour . 

Thus haue I heere briefly related 
vnto you, how 1l| they haue ſped, who 
haue beene the chiefeſt Actors in (o 1ll 
a buſines as is rebellion, & the aſliſting 
of rebels againſt their moſt 1uſt and 
layfull Soucraigne; what may ſucceed 
: to 


©. nth, 
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to others, thatdo,or intend ro continus 
the (ame vniuſt courſe , muſt be reſer- 
ued to the manifeſtation of tyme; but 
apparentit 1s, by that which heere hath 
been ſhewed, that the moſt high and ſu- 
preme Ruler of all, hath, by permitting 
theſe their diſgracefull endes, ſhewed 
his diſlike of their ations ;& contrary- 
wiſe toſuch as haue beene obedient to 
his will, his benedi&1on hath been ma- 
nifeſt in a copious manner. 

The benefits then which England 
might expect by continuing to take the 
Hollanders partes, muſt be vnderſtood 
to be, endles Charges, great Diſhonour, 
and the high Diſpleaſure of Almighty 
Gag , togeather with the Holanders re- 
co penſing the ſame with contemptu- 
ous 1ngratitude z which are motiues to 
mooue mad men to be their friendes . 

Some may perhaps ſuppoſe the 
Hollenders to delerue theſame in regard 
of a kind of loue and affection which 


they beare vnto that State, albeitns ef.. 


fet 
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fet or ſhew of good deeds to prove it, 


doth any way breake out. This inui- 


ſible affeat1on, muſt then be imagined 
to conſiſt ina erue deſire they haue to 
the counttuuance of the preſent State & 
Gauernement as now 1t ftandeth. Les 
vs then ſee how likely itis, by firſt of al 
calling 10to conſideration the aftetion 
they manifeſt themſclues to beare vnto

Surely , if I ſhould relate vnto you 
what myne owne eares haue heard in 
this point, you would ſtand amazed.

I cake my leaue ; and this 1s, that wher= 
as in the late Synode of Dort, lome of 
our Engliſfand Scottiſh deuines, being 
{ent thither to afliſt the Ca/nuinian- Co- 
warifts, about the condemnation of the 
opinion of the Arm uians , they could 
ſo notwithftanding pretnly put to [y- 
lence the Gomariits,for making of them 
Idolaters, as though there had beene 
no ſuch matter euer by them thought 
vpon; and that on other ſyde the Goya. 
7is could beſo kynd , as tofit in the 
company of Engliſh Tdolaters , and 
quietly hold their peace from challen- 
ing them to be ſuch; yea and without 
all ſcruple of conſcience , to eate and 
drinke with them ; and to parte very 
gead freinds, Surely heere is in this 
| EOS. 
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caſe a great moderation and ſuſpenſion 
of ſp111t tobe noted in both, ſeeing the 
one knowing what the other kept 1n 
his boſome, no reproach of being tray= 
tours or Idolaters did burſt forth be- 
tween them . 

Thus hauing giuen you a briefe, 
and true Relation , according ynto 
your demannd ,1 will not be further 
tedious ynto you, but with reſpe&tull 
remembrance, and of as great deſyre of 
your good, as of my own, recommend 
you vnto him , from whome only all 
good proceedeth.
